L ow carbon energy', 'climate 
change' and 'eco-friendly' are 
terms becoming increasingly 
prevalent in every aspect of 
modern life. As the world 
develops so do our consciences, with 
everyone now keen to play their part and 
be a bit more 'green'. And west 
Londoners are no different. From 
renewable energy sources to local 
environmental groups, the area is 
teeming with green and 
eco-friendly schemes and initiatives. 

A major project that could put west 
London firmly on the eco map is the 
development of Teddington Weir into a 
vital source of renewable energy. 

Currently, the water that flows 
through the weir is technically wasted, 
but it contains an enormous amount of 
energy that, if harnessed, could generate 
clean, renewable power. 

The potential of such a scheme was 
identified in 2010 when the Environment 
Agency agreed to proposals to use the 
weir as a source of hydropower. A non¬ 
profit organisation, Teddington & Ham 
Hydro (hamhyrdo.org), was then 
established to bid for exclusive rights to 
develop such a project in the area. Their 
plan is to use three reverse-engineered 
Archimedian screws that will harness all 
the energy being expended over 
Teddington weir. If built, the scheme 
stands to produce enough clean energy 
to power 600 homes and reduce carbon 
emissions by nearly 1,000 tonnes per 
year. Vince Cable has lent his support to 
the scheme, commenting 'This is a really 
imaginative, practical initiative that will 
provide environmental benefits with 
community gain', whilst local MP Zac 
Goldsmith has called it a 'hugely exciting 
project'. The plans have been approved 
by the Environment Agency but are still 
at a consultation level, with final designs 
and timeframes yet to be announced. 

Low carbon energy may be at the 
fashionable end of eco-awareness, but 
there are also those who get their hands 
a bit dirtier, literally, when it comes to 
protecting our riverbanks and pathways. 
The South West London Environment 
Network (swlen.org.uk) is a charitable 
organisation that helps individuals and 
organisations who wish to protect and 
enhance the environment. From their 
base on Eel Pie Island they assist over 80 
environmentally minded groups and 
individuals in Richmond, Kingston, 
Hounslow and neighbouring areas, 
including Teddington & Ham Hydro. 

SWLEN helps these schemes start, 
operate, secure funding and volunteers 
and, ultimately, keep the green and 
pleasant parts of west London green and 
pleasant. They also run local community 
events, talks and food growing projects. 



From renewable energy 
sources to environmental 
groups, the area is teeming 
with eco-friendly schemes 

The projects they help to establish and 
support range from small gardening 
schemes to full resident associations and 
up to larger organisations such as The 
West London River Group (wlrg.org.uk), 
who monitor the river between Kew and 
Chelsea. Their objective is to identify 
areas for action or advice, and keep the 
area in as environmentally sound a 
condition as possible. 

Richmond's Environment Trust is 


another organisation heralding the way 
when it comes to local conservation. They 
offer a series of hands-on activities and 
workshops highlighting sustainability 
and how to be more environmentally 
aware. Their events provide a more 
tangible insight into what is around us, 
how it can be used and how it should be 
treated. One such event is this month's 
'What was that?' lecture, where local 
resident Sir David Attenborough gives a 
talk on how animals communicate. He'll 
be 'talking' to a Patagonian woodpecker 
and a host of other animals (see 
environmenttrust.co.uk for more details). 

Working alongside these groups is the 
WWT London Wetland Centre at Barnes 
(wwt.org.uk). This wetland reserve sits 
across four disused Victorian reservoirs 
and provides a habitat for rare species of 
birds that wouldn't normally be found in 
the capital. Established in 2000, it has 
grown to become a haven for these rare 
birds and attracts thousands of visitors 
from far and wide each year. 

And visitors, as well as residents, will 
soon be able to make their way around 
the area in a more environmentally- 
friendly fashion, with the introduction of 
Boris bikes locally. 

Officially known as Barclays Cycle 
Hire, the scheme originally only covered 
Zone 1 of the underground, but has 
recently expanded west and south-west, 
and now offers residents of 
Hammersmith, Shepherd's Bush and 
Barons Court the chance to get involved. 
The decision to expand the schemes' 
remit was announced in December 2013, 
with the Mayor saying that 'every 
Londoner should be able to take 
advantage of our hugely popular and 
iconic scheme'. Such a pledge bodes well 
for west Londoners, as the scheme 
pushes its way out, and commuting along 
the river from Hammersmith to 
Richmond will be possible for thousands, 
freeing up the congested roads. 

From water-powered renewable 
energy to riverbank conservation and 
from rare birds to bike hire, it seems that 
the green credentials of west London are 
flying high.

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As Game of Thrones returns to 
our screens this month, Stephen 
Milton catches up with star of the 
hit show - and Twickenham 
resident - Natalie Dormer 


N atalie Dormer's built 
a regal career on a 
foundation of British 
royalty, with stunning 
performances as the Queen 
Mother in Madonna's directorial debut, 
W.E and her blistering breakthrough as 
Henry VIII's scheming, and ultimately 
light-headed second bride, Anne Boleyn 
in The Tudors. 

And you'd think that would be 
enough sovereignty for the Twickenham- 
based siren? Apparently not. 

Far from satisfied with her lasting 
impression on the English monarchy, the 
bow-lipped actress turned her attentions 
to the royal family of Westeros as Game 
of Thrones fan favourite. Queen 
Margaery Tyrell. 

Once married to slain King Renly 
Baratheon, the ruler of Seven Kingdoms, 
she moved onto his nephew and 
successor, dastardly King Joffrey, with 
plans for lavish nuptials in the new season. 

1 simply must be royalty in every part 
I play,' Natalie chuckles. 

Joining the phenomenally successful 
fantasy saga at the beginning of season 
two, Natalie earned an army of devoted 
followers as kind, caring Margaery, 
branding her, 'the Kate Middleton of 
Game of Thrones'. 



But the star confesses she may not 
be as sweet as initially thought. 'I think 
she's genuine when she helps the poor 
and needy, but she also has calculating 
skills. 

'A person can be sincere and 
politically savvy, simultaneously. She's 
not malicious but she can be 
manipulative. 

'And who else would you want 
handling Joffrey? He's the most 
dangerous human being in Westeros.' 


While we know the pair will walk 
down the aisle, it remains to be seen if 
they'll get their happily ever after. 

'Look at it this way, weddings are 
always pretty low key affairs, just like 
the Stark nuptials,' Natalie offers, dryly, 
referencing the bloodied Red Wedding 
from last season. 

'There will be a wedding, but a 
happily ever after...with Joffrey? It's an 
interesting concept.' 

Fearful of revealing any telling plot 
devices, (one imagines show creator 
George Martin releasing a clan of fire¬ 
breathing dragons in revolt) the actress 
promises the most nail-biting season yet. 

Which in all honestly, leaves us 
rather aghast at just how thrilling it can 
be, given the palpitating action from 
last series. 

'It's true,' she replies with a regal 
tone. 'You wonder how it can top the 
last but the creators and writers, for 
season four, in its scale and size and 
spectacle, it really has been wrenched up 
to the next level. No one's going to be 
disappointed. 

'And while we're sad to see the 
departure of the Stark family, you're 
going to get introduced to more 
characters and the story continues and 
grows. That's the beauty of a show like

dragons/ 

Despite conquering the small screen 
with a string of standout performances, 
Natalie hasn't neglected her 
commitments to cinema, with roles in 
Oscar-nominated racing flick. Rush , 
Marvel's Captain America and Ridley's 
Scott's thriller. The Counselor with Brad 
Pitt and Michael Fassbender. 

The nature of these parts however, 
followed a similar two-dimensional path 
- a largely supporting turn as the 
seductive temptress. 

Fearing a complacency, the 32 year- 
old decided to draw the line on this 
repeated pattern. 

'That persona is just not me,' she 
cries, 'yet I've played the temptress, the 
seductress repeatedly.

'She's a documentary filmmaker who 
left the Capitol to join the Rebellion. The 
last of the Games books reads as more a 
civil war movie, less in the arena. 

'So this the natural crescendo of the 
trilogy and opens up in its scale. 

'It's just a colossal production to be 
a part of, bigger than anything I've 
encountered on Game of Thrones. The 
joy of being able to get physical and run 
around with Jen [Lawrence] and the 
boys is fantastic and long overdue 
for me.' 

One could certainly call losing half 
their flowing blonde locks a pace 
changer. How is Natalie coping with 


Cressida's extreme look, which called for 
a blade one to half her head? 

'Well considering they told me I'd be 
going bald for this part, I was pretty 
relieved to be honest. 

'Although shooting in Atlanta in the 
middle of winter with half a bald head, 
yeah I could have done without that. 
Many hats were purchased.' 

Maintaining a home in Twickenham 
with her Irish director fiance, Anthony 
Byrne - whom she met on the set of The 
Tudors - success now dictates rarely any 
time spent there. 

'I persuaded him to move to London 
from Ireland but the nature of the game. 
I've spent so much time on a plane now. 
I'm always travelling. I get back as and 
when I can. I miss it there of course but 
you cannot put a level of appreciation on 
the work.' 

Not only is her soaring success 


keeping her from her fiance, it's also 
keeping Natalie from her spiritual home. 

'London for me, it's hard to explain,' 
she muses proudly. 'I guess it's where 
I learned my craft, where I learned about 
myself, particularly after moving here 
and going to [drama] school. 

'It's where I landed my first jobs and 
I don't know, sometimes you're striding 
down the streets of Soho, and the West 
End, looking around thinking, 'that's 
where I got my first audition; there's 
where I got my first paid job.' It's a city 
of memory and laughter for me. 

'But like I said, I wouldn't trade any 
good fortune right now. I'm not going to 
jinx anything by saying, 'I wish I could 
spend more time in London,' I just want 
to take this journey and see where it 
takes me.'

A re you familiar with the

S tart with a proper 

understanding of what 
you have to work with in 
terms of area, light, 
current planting and 
access. Measure your space and 
really look at it during different 
points of the day. 

Light is the holy grail of 
courtyard gardens as they can 
often be quite overcast. There are 
tricks to lighten up the space: 
mirrors reflect light and also make 
a small area seem bigger. Likewise 
pale fence panels or painted walls 
have light-reflecting qualities. To 
extend the use of the garden into 
evenings, dot LED up lighters 
amongst the planting. 

Planting-wise 
climbers are a 
space-saving way 
to bring greenery 
into a small 


garden. In 
London, you 
can't go far 
wrong with an 
evergreen star 
jasmine. It's also 
worth knowing that 
lots of small trees, such 
as Acers (Japanese 
maples), will happily grow in a pot. 
The minimum width you need for a 
bed is 50cm - this will give you 
room for some structural greenery, 
such as Skimmia japonica, 
Pittosporum or Sarcococca, in 
front of which you can then add 
bulbs for year-round colour. 

Focal points are good. They can 
be a water feature, a tree, a fire pit, 
or the seating area. It should draw 
the eye through the garden and be 
something that you can view from 
the house. 

Natural stone is the outdoor 
material of choice right now and 




works 
particularly 
well in a 
London 

garden. Another 
nice touch is to 
reflect the materials the 
house is made from. 

Less is more: in a small 
area, it's always best to 
keep it simple. Limit the 
planting scheme to a 
handful of plants, restrict 
the materials you choose, 
but don't restrict the way 
you use the space by 
putting in too many 
immoveable structural 
elements.

Just as the temperature starts to rise outside, it’s the perfect 
time to spice up your palate - and London doesn’t disappoint 



S pice. Builder of Empires, 
foundation of a thousand 
fortunes. A few centuries back, 
the spice trade was rather 
more than mere flavour 
provider - it was one of the most 
important industries of them all. 

There is no food culture untouched by 
spice. We may see Indian and the near. 
Middle and Far East as the true centres 
of spice, but even in Britain they're set 
deeply within our food culture. So to list 
all my favourite restaurants using spice 
in London would not only fill this 
month's magazine, but I'd still be 
droning on for years to come. 

The first and foremost are sub¬ 
continental masters, the Indian seers of 
spice. The real thrills are to be found in 
places run by chefs such as Karam Sethi 
(Gymkhana in Mayfair) Atul Kochhar 
(Benares, also in Mayfair), Cyrus 
Todiwala (Cafe Spice Namaste in 
Aldgate), Vineet Bhatia (Rasoi in 
Chelsea), Vivek Singh (The Cinnamon 
Club in Westminster) and Manoj 
Vasaikar (Indian Zing in Hammersmith). 
Here, coriander seeds, turmeric, curry 
leaves, asafoetida and the rest aren't 
thrown together in one dreary, dusty 
wodge, rather exquisitely and lovingly 
blended; a whisper of cardamom, a 
nudge of cumin, the growl of chilli and 
warm gasp of garam masala. 

For an entirely different, but no less 
heady, form of spice, look east to 
Thailand. Real regional Thai food, where 
balance is everything, the sweet, sour, 
salty and hot and disparate flavours 


A whisper of cardamom, 
a nudge of cumin, the 
growl of chilli and warm 
gasp of masala... All 
exquisitely blended 

combine to create one beautifully 
harmonious whole. A new breed of Thai 
stars - like Soho's Jane Tiria, Croydon's 
The Begging Bowl and Brixton's 
KaoSarn - serve up fish gut curries 
fierce with dried chillies, and tom yum 
goong, scented with lemon grass and 
tiny 'scud' peppers. This is spice to make 
the senses sing. 


Mexican food is still massively under 
rated and misunderstood. One taste of 
cochinita pibil, pork slow cooked with 
Seville orange juice, and the marvellous 
spice medley that is annatto paste 
(annatto, cumin and coriander seeds, 
along with cloves and black 
peppercorns) is proof enough that 
Mexicans know their spice every bit as 
well as the Thais and Indians. 

I've barely scratched the surface. In 
fact, rather than apologise about skating 
over North Africa, The Middle East and 
Eastern Europe, China, Malaysia, 
Singapore, Indonesia and Vietnam, I'll 
just carry on next month. That's the 
problem with spice. Too many 
restaurants, too little space.

A lthough it only opened four years 
ago, Charlotte's Bistro is so far 
ingrained in the Chiswick 
community, you'd think it had been on 
Turnham Green Terrace forever. Even 
on a Monday night, every stool at the 
bar was taken - although this might 
have something to do with their 'Gin 
School', more info on which can be 
found to the left of this review - and the 
restaurant was nearly full too. 

We took our seats in the midst of the 
buzzing dining area, eager to see what 
Charlotte's brand-new Head Chef Ryan 
Perratt has brought to the table (quite 
literally). There's a new 'One Venue, One 
Menu, All Day' concept, which enables 
diners to choose from snacks, lighter 
dishes or the full three-course 
experience, wherever they choose to sit, 
at whatever time of day they visit. A 
clever concept, and one that I'm sure 
lends itself well to those occasions when 
'one drink at the bar' turns into a 
lengthier night than expected... 

We kicked off with 'pig popcorn' - 
light, crispy and surprisingly grease-free 
nuggets of crackling - and parsnip 
crisps with a tangy malt vinegar 
emulsion from the nibbles section. 
Smoked chicken salad with bacon and 
salad cream, and beef tartare followed. 
Ryan is keen to keep things seasonal. 


and the salad was a perfect spring-time 
starter, whilst the tartare showed off the 
kitchen's dedication to sourcing the 
best-quality produce. 

Mains of bavette steak with parsnip 
and bone marrow, and crisp pork belly 
with lentils and a pig cheek croquette 
couldn't have failed to please, and were 
extra lovely with a smashing Hungarian 
red wine chosen by our friendly 
waitress. Totally full, but unwilling to 
leave, we ordered a treacle tart to share, 
and plotted our imminent return.
